Tbe active management of the Tus- 


carora Advertising company and the 
Standard Advertising company decid- 
ed this morning that the two greatest 
producers of advertising novelties in 
all the world would be combined into 
one mammoth concern.The stockhold- 
ers are now being consulted and their 
consent obtained.

Disappear Within Four Weeks. 


ENGINE GOES TO BRIDGEPORT 


Canton. Cinal Dover and New Philadelphia 


iet the Remainder of the 


The work of dismantling the Co- 


sbocton plant of the American Sheet 
Steel company goes steadily on and 
within four weeks the mill that was 
for a brief few weeks the pride and 
joy of this community will he scatter- 
ed to the four winds of heaven. Not 
enoug h of it will be.left to show that 
it was once a rolling mill producing a 
fine grade of sheet steel. Only the 
gra ded ground and the excavations 
will remain to mark the site. 
Even 


the land will be put on the market 
and sold to the highest bidder. 


The work of dismantling the plant 


has been going on for several weeks 
under the direction of Robert William- 
son, but Mr. Williamson has been 
ordered to his old position in the New 
Philadelphia mill and will leave here 
Wednesday. A Can ton man will take 
his place, and the wrecking will con- 
tinue without interruption. 


Twenty men are now employed and 


the damage they can do in a day is 
sufficient to startle the average indi- 
vidual

The 
more delicate parts were first removed 
and packeJ for shipment,' and the 
force then began the task of reducing 
the monster. The flywheel was taken 
apart, each section being represented 
by a spoke, and was placed at a point 
where it can easily be loaded on flat 
cars. The sbaf t was also taken out, 
and nothing remained but the pit and 
foundation. Tbe shafting connecting 
the engine with other machinery in 
the mill lias been taken down, but'

last few weeks, aad the wisdom of 
placing it in the plant is now appar- 
ent. 


With the general reduction of the 


plant goes furnaces and foundations. 
The former were of the most ap- 
proved pattern and. cost thousands of 
dollars. , They contain a great many 
of the befit firebrick,and the company 
does not propose to lose them. Men 
are at work tearing out the brick and 
stacking them ready for shipment. 
The foundation of the roll trains and 
the engine will also be torn out and 
used at some other "mill. There are al 
most half a million bricks in the 
plant, and they are so placed that it 
is money in thejcompany's big pocket 
if they can be saved. 


Carpenters are already at work tak 


ing down the big building.

frames are being, taken out 
aix 


doors removed. There are thousands 
of feet of the best lumber in the 
building" and gooi use can be made o 
it at other plants. The roof will also 
be saved or sold as soon as possible. 


The boiler room still retains a sem 


blance of respect but it will soon dis 
appear. Steam pipes are being dis 
connected and taken to other parts 
of the mill but steam is kept in one 
boiler. It is for the purpose of oper 
ating the electric plant and the crane 
Moving the boilers will be the mos 
difficult work and it will not be done 
until the plant has almost disappear 
ed. 


The machinery and material will be 


shipped to Canal Dover. New Phila 
delphia and Canton where the trust 
has other plants. Some will be stored 
for the present but all will be taken 
from Cosbocton. The big engine wil 
be sent to Bridgeport, and the office 
will be the last part of the establish 
inent to be torn down. 


No time is being lost and within 


the allotted weeks not a vestige of 
the Cosbocton rolling mill will be left 
to tell the story of its quick and pain- 
less death at the bands of a trust that 
in less than a year has gone the way 
of the mill, absorption by another 
trust.

McKmley'was slightly indisposed ar.d j 
that the president would remain by j 
her" side. The march consequently was ! 
abandoned. Vice President and Mrs. j 
Roosevelt arrived about the time the: 
president came in.

Under the golden canopy and tho: 


dazzling filigree of lights moved tho1 
shifting throngs, women in exquisite i 
toilets dowagers and matrons in rare 
old laces, buds and debutantes in 
dainty Paris creations. "With them 
were officials distinguished in every 
branch o£ public life, grave •supreme- 
court justices, governors of states sur- 
rounded by brilliantly uniformed staffs 
and aides, ambassadors and ministers 
in gold lacs and decorations, the 
highest ranking officers of the army, 
navy and marine corps, senators and 
representatives.

The Closing Hours.

house closed its session a demonstra- 
tion from its members followed the de- 
livery of an impressive valedictory by 
Speaker Henderson. Mr. Richardson 
of Tennessee, the minority leader, pro-1 
sented resolutions testifying the high 
regard of the house for the able, im- 
partial and dignified manner in which 
Speaker Henderson had administered 
the duties of presiding officer.
